He al- 
so poseeeaei money to purchase t^ie 
nomination if it can bo bougli'l, and 
is not at all scrupulous in the niatlci 
of resorting to (iiiesliunahle inolljodB 
to attain hla ends, as he lias couclu- 
alvaly proved in the pending canvaa*. 
UeOreaky had no trouble in persuad- 
ing his vain, ignorant and ambitious 
iicighlior that he could easily defeat 
Iluckner and render him (McC) in- 
valuable aisietauco In reaching the 
Senate. Thus Harris' candidacy was 
brought alKint. 

3. It was soon discovered, however, 
that Harris would have serious trou- 
ble in capturiug the Bluegrass coun- 
tiee; that the Green river section was 
uii(|uestionably for Uuckner; thai 
the State had a most decided leaning 
in the same direction, and that Har- 
ris would muster but a small and 
wavering support in the norllicrn 
and eastern divisions. Something 
must be done, and done quickly, to 
weaken Baokner'a hold upon these 
frieodlfandeovcral sections. It would 
not do for McCreary to play openly 
ill the game, and tho services of some 
one skilled in political iMtri(|iio had 
to be called into requisition. Among 
the warmett of McOreary's friends is 
'ez-Judge Thos. F. Uargis, of Louis- 
ville, well known to he u political 
worker an Hhrewd as iinscrupulous, 
aud a schemer without a peer in the 
Slate. Ilargii was called iato consul 
talion, aud what had hitherto been 
McOreary's sclicino now becamo a 
conspiracy. 

4. At a glance Ilargis discovered 
that Buckner's diacomflzture could 
only bo brought about by seduoinig 
his support with a iiiultipllcity of lo 
cal cBiididutes, and lo produce those 
candidates was the task to which he 
at once industriously addressed liim- 
self. In all conapiracies the wished 
for rwnlls can bo attained only by 
<ii"r,i- skiiieu ill conspiring, and Uar- 
gis' llrsl move was to write or tele- 
graph to Bowling Green for Thos. H. 
IHuet, the Great Northwestern Coii- 
splMtor. rrellmlnary to this sicp a 
rniMr sprang from lome myateriou 
sonrce and flTlered itself through the 
streets of Louisville that Illnes was 
contemplatingentering the race forlho 
governorship. Tho GreatNorthweet- 
ern Conspirator iiromplly responded 
to bis old ex-< olleegue's (on the ap- 
pellate bench) suniinons, and was 
closeted with Ilargis and other* in 
deep consultation for several hours. 
AVhen he emerged from tho building 
at tho corner of Fifth and Market, ho 
was asked by acquaintances who met 
him upon the street ifUwero true 
tluii he ciintcniplated running for 
(idvirnor. His reply was that ho had 
ii'jt yet fully determined, and oouid 
give no poeitive answer until be had 
visited Frankfort. And to Frankfort 
bo immediately proceeded, and, anre 
enough, while lliuie, prooiaimed his 
candidacy, and the conspirators fond- 
ly imagined the door of Southern 
Kentucky was slammed in Buckner's 
fare.

He 
had writleii In all his old asKociates 
In tho Legislatures ill which ho had 
served, aiinonncing that be was oon- 
sidoriiig the matter and asked what 
would l>o his pi iispecis in their sever- 
al coil n lies. AiiKiiiy tl:oee lo whom; 
he wrolc was .ludgo llarifis, who had |

Holt resided right in the liearl of the i 
Purchase, and ho was a tool right lo | 
Ilargis' hand. So the would-be .lohn ■ 
Kelly of Kentucky boards a train,' 
runs down to Paducah, out to May- 
field and across toMurray,aiid spends 
two or tliieo days in close coinulta- 
tlon with lloil, and llien n lurns to 
Louisville. Twodajs al'itsr his de- 
parture from MayHeld, Holt formally 
announced himself a candidate. 

6. While Ilargis was enf;aged In 
thus"tixing" up Ihe Kciiilliirn and 
western secllMiaol the State. Harris 
liad taken a run through Bourbon, 
Harrison and Pendleton toiliie norlh- 
ern counties bordering on the Ohir, 
only lo find that he could carry none 
onlicni. This rendered a candidate 
local to that section Indispensable lo 
Ihc plans of the consplratoi s.-and bam 
Gaines, of rrankforl, « !i< dis|i!it. hed 
to Newport on a mission i.i Ai lirrry, 
which was successful, and resulted in 
that gentleman's candidacy. 

7. All the sections orthe Slate were 
now muiilpiilatcd except the extreme 
easlcrii portion. As lliorc was no 
Democrat up there that could ho con- 
trolled by the conspirators sufficient- 
ly well known to the remainder of 
the Stale to hrln)f out for the llr«l 
place, Ilargis hoii^'lil lo |ilacalc llic 
Big Sandy Ucmocials by ollonni;

Holt conlido<l lo a gcntlo- 
inan of lliat place, whom ho supposed 
lo be a friend lo his aspiiations, the 
existence of his conspiracy, and his 
connection with it. its olijei t being lo 
so distract and divide llie Democracy 
of the State as to l eiidor Uuckner h 
iiominmion iin|M)Bsiblo. He, in ooni- 
uioii with Hines. lierry and Harri", 
had received llio promise of Hargis 
that Willi liuckiier out of the way ho 
should receive enough of the vote of 
tlie latter, combined with his own 
natural supporl, to secure hln\ the 
noinliiatioii. This gentleman, who, 
asil happened, (allhough he liuil 
made no public parade of his IVel 
ingf,) Is a Uuckner man, confided this 
cohfcBslon of Holt to a prominent of- 
ficial of Graves county, who, in turn 
repealed It to a iirominenl gentleman 
of Louisville, both being in atten- 
dance upon the Federal court in I'a- 
ducah last week, and the latter gen- 
llenian visited us at our lionie last 
.Sunday and inparlcd it lo iis lngoili- 
er Willi tlie namooftheOravescoun- 
tv (Hi. iai who wae his informant, and 
tiiat of Iho Mayfleld gentleman in 
whom Holt had so indiacreelly re- 
posed confidence, and both of whom 
we know to be menof unquestionable 
veracity as well as Democrats who 
never falter in tiieir duty towards 
their parly.

Let biin a,ttcnd hlscoun- 
ly convention On the 23rd and make 
it Ills personal and sole business lo 
sec that no undue advantage is taken 
lUicknor, aud that these otyispirators 
are thwarted in flieir effort to use the 
parly as a tool lo compass their base 
ends, and strike down one of the 
bravest and tnn^t Democrall in tlio 
land.

"Unquestionably," said Mr. Hewitt, 
"the women not only of this great .olty, 
but ol other great cities, are suffering 
trom tho want of what seeins to tliciu 
acceptable occupations, in the pursuit 
of which they nmy earn a livclihiii.d. 
Tliero arc oomiiaiatively few a\ criin s 
open to wonicll for cinpliiv ini 'il and all 
bill one of Ihesc is oveieniwileil. There 
l3 an niilimited field for them iu do- 
mestic service. To my mind there is 
nothing humiliating In that mode of 
eamhig a living. On the eoDtmry 
thoro is nothing so well adapted to tbo 
functions and chnracterlstics of women 
oeciipation.s a.ssociatod with tho 
household and the family. I do think, 
however, lhat society is somewhat to 
blame becauso ol tlic barriers it has 
erected in the home airainst domestic 
servants. It would, in my opinion, bo 
a vi rv fortiimite thing Indeed if tho 
olil-fa'shioned relationship helwecn em- 
plover and employed in the family eir- 
ole' could be restored. I refer to tho 
times when the aervants ol th« iMMe- 
hoid reallv formed part of tlie Atmny. 
oftentimes sitling at the same table. 
Why, at my mother's lalile. when I 
was a boy, the servant girl always ant 
at the samo table with the family. We 
never folt or tried to make her feel that 
we were any better than she was, and 
he never set lier-df up in the Iwlicf 
lhat shi! was anv heller than wo wore. 
Wo paid her the wages she earncil and 
she gave lis in return her work. 
•■\\ hal is wanted is an nmioal to the 
nployers in the household to make 
the condition of the domestic servant 
more tolerable and more attractive to 
respectable girls. In tills way both 
will bo benefited. A better class of 
girls would bo attracted to this home 
seiTice, and tho employers would 1)6 
sure to gain an advantage through 
the iiiovitahle iniprovcnient in llio 
grade of servants seeking enipluy- 
mont. Of course what Is liuown as 
fashionable society oouid not undertake 
to cstalilisli a basis of ei|iiality between 
masier iirnl servant, or eniiiloyer and 
oinployed, within the social circle 
That Is not to Iw expeotod wliere ordi- 
nary oonimon sonso prevails, in this 
eoiintrv, whore Individual merit may 
win the highest distinction and honors, 
il is unnecessary to argue that jwlut. 
Unt wliat I have siid appliea to tho 
great moss ol society the country over. 
To express mv meaning more broadly, 
I will say that I believe it possible for 
hiiiisekei'pers, wherever thoy ocoopy 
Ihe |ii)~iliiiii of employers, lo render 
llieir liiiiiies agreealile iiislead of disa- 
gieealile to tlio girls and women in 
Thdr service. Of course the final aim. 
and 1 may say tho natural aim. ol 
woinaii is inarriagp ti> liecome a wife 
and niolhiT ami as .sndi tlie cciiier of 
inleiest in lier own family. Hut all 
iM.iiun can not, or at any rate do not, 
get m irried; yet even falling to do so. 
the true mission of woman is still with- 
in Hie family, administering duties 
perlaining to "the lioii.sehold. 

"But," continued Mr. Hewitt, "so 
long as there Is such a large body of 
w omen seeking occupation in other di- 
reclioiis, it Is the duty Of every intelli- 
gent citizen and every benevolent in- 
sliliilion lo do all lliey can to afford 
lacililies fur llieir enii'iloymeut. The 
t'oopor Institute was founded for that 
purooae, among other things, We be- 
gan with the Art School, which is nn 
immense success, and it has led lo the 
establishment of similar institutions 
ail over the United States. Hundreds 
of women aro cdncaliil there every 
year who get remnneraiivt^ and con- 
genial em|ilovnii nl. We have added 
tolegrapliv aiul ^leno^riaphv and tyno- 
writing, anil with aiiiniralile results. 
Hut it is simply iin|iossible tor society 
to alpsorb in Ibis direction the great 
surplus of women who must earn their 
own livolihood. For these there re- 
mains the unlimited resource of do- 
mestic ortiployment lor all who will 
seek it"— K Timet.
